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Tue Northwest Implement Trade makes a touching 
plea for the iong suffering commercial tourist, urging 
dealers to give him a kind word and a pleasant smile. 
It thusly depicts the traveler's woes: 

“He is awakened in the middle of the night, carries 
a heavy grip a mile or more to the station, waits two 
hours for a delayed train in juxtaposition to a depot 
stove that does not obey the call of duty, finds the 
coach seats all occupied, dozes for hours on the sharp 
edge of a sample case and is, upon arrival at his desti- 
uation, bundled off in a “bus that Providence never 





intended should carry human freight.” 


Baron KENTARO KANEKO, e€x-minister of agricul- 
ture in the Japanese cabinet, has written for the New 
York Times an article entitled “Why the United States 
Will Secure the Commercial Supremacy of _ the 
World.” In the course of it, he says: 

“T found that the markets of Manchuria, which had 
been almost entirely controlled by England for many 
years, had been invaded so successfully by American 
firms that the British consul at Shanghai had just re- 
ported to his government: ‘America has become such 
a formidable competitor in Manchuria that she is driv- 
ing out our trade.’”’ 








Prices of nearly all the great classes of domestic 
production have materially fallen during the past vear, 
the chief exceptions being cotton, wool, wheat. corn, 
oats and refined petroleum. On the other hand, prices 
of imported articles for use in manufacturing have 
advanced during the same period. 

Pig iron shows a fall from $23.10 per ton in March, 
1903, to $14.35 in March, 1904; southern pig iron, 
from $21 per ton in March, 1903, to $9.75 in March, 
1904; iron bars, from 2 cents per pound in March, 
1903, to 1% cents in March, 1904; steel bars, from 
1.6 cents per pound in March, 1903, to 1.4% cents 
in March, 1904; steel billets, from $32.50 per ton in 
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March, 1903, to $23 in March, 1904; tin plate, from 
$4 per box of 100 pounds in March, 1903, to $3.65 per 
box in March, 1904; leather (oak, middle weight), 
from 38 cents per pound in March, 1903, to 35 cents 
in March, 1904; while steel rails, as already indicated, 
show no change. Metals used in manufacturing show 
in most cases a slight decrease—copper, from 15 cents 
per pound in March, 1903, to 12.87% cents in March, 
1904; lead, from 4.67% cents in March, 1903, to 
4.62% cents in March, 1904; zinc, from 5.7 cents in 
March, 1903, to 5.12% cents in March, 1904. 





THE expenditures of the United States government 
are much less in proportion to population than those 
of many other of the leading nations of the world. 
Chis fact is shown by a statement just published by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, through its 
bureau of Statistics, showing the population, rev- 
enues, expenditures and indebtedness of the principal 
countries of the world. It shows that while the ex- 
penditure of the United States, with 80 millions of 
people, is 640 million dollars, that of the United King- 
dom, with 42 millions of people, is 898 million dollars ; 
that of France, with 39 million people, is 693 million 
dollars ; that of Germany, with 58 million people, 553 
million dollars ; while in practically every country aside 
from China and India, with their enormous population, 
the per capita of government expenditures is greater 
than in the United States. 


AN agreement was reached on April

a provision relating to the privileges ot 
carrving merchandise and newspapers now enjoyed 
hy rural free delivery carriers. The senate conferees 
receded from their position and accepted the house 
propositoin. This agreement, of course, will be ratified 
by both houses, and as it becomes a jaw it will prevent 
the carriers handling newspapers or acting as agents 
for business houses, but they may carry merchandise 
at the request of patrons living along their routes. 
This provision, as it will be placed upon the statute 
books, is as follows: 

“On and after July 1, 1904, letter carriers of the rural 
free delivery service shall receive a salary not exceeding $720 
per annum and no other or further allowance or salary shall 
be made to said carriers. 

“On and after said date said carriers shall not solicit busi- 
ness or receive orders of any kind for any person, firm, or 
corporation, and shall not during their hours of employment 
carry any merchandise for hire. 

“That said carriers may carry merchandise for hire for 
and upon request of patrons residing upon their respective 
routes whenever the same shall not interfere with the proper 
discharge of their official duties and under such regulations 
as the postmaster general may prescribe.” 

\ proviso is added to the paragraph authorizing the 
postmaster general to establish in h‘s discretion under- 
ground service in Chicago, money saved by the elec- 
tric service to be made available for part of the cost 
ef establishing that service. 

This new enactment is a body blew to the various 
schemers who tried to debauch government employes 
into becoming mail order hucksters on the side, or to 
speak more correctly, to bring abovt a state of affairs 
in which the distributers of mail order goods would 


become government emploves on the side. 
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Journals circulating among rural free delivery car- 
1iers and dependent on alluring advertisements of side 
lines and mail order houses will, like Othello, find their 
occupation gone. The legitimate local merchant will 
now find that the rural free delivery service is con- 
<lucted on a more equitable basis and if he scents con- 
nivance between these carriers and the Chicago cat- 
alogue houses after July Ist next, it is his own fault if 
he does not call a halt in the matter.

The Edge United States Steel Corporation and the 

Tool Pool. pooling of Parks gave us the wire nail 

combine of 1896. The former’s com- 

panies‘can be likened to a chronic condition of “trust- 

itis,” while the latter’s schemes are acute attacks. 

The Morganized mergers have not proven themselves 

to be the wicked creatures it was prophesied they 

would be but the Parksite pools are both’ nasty and 
naughty. 


John H. Parks of Boston is “commissioner” for this 
pool that has gathered into its folds practically all of 
the manufacturers of axes, hatchets and edge tools in 
the United States. This pool already has resulted 
in an advance of about 25 per cent in the price of 
axes and hatchets since January 1 and of 30 to 40 per 
cent in edge tools. It contemplates even larger ad- 
vances, effective July 1 and October 1. 


While all of the details of the pooling arrangement 
are not accessible, it is known that the various distrib- 
uters buying from manufacturers are divided into 
four classes. Of Class A there are only three jobbers 
in Chicago. Class B pays 50 cents per dozen more, 
and is understood to take in the smaller distributers 
and the mail order firms. Classes C and D apply to 
interior jobbers, according to location. 

A trust which intends to remain in business indefin- 
itely does not run prices up to the highest possible 
point, because that would soon beget dangerous com- 
petition. The transitory, short lived trust, which 
merely intends to make a hurried raid on the con- 
sumers, runs up prices remorselesly, gathers in all the 
money it can, and then dissolves. 

The wire nail men got together and made a raid on 
consumers, and the name and fame of Cent-a-keg 
Parks was bruited over the land. They had an agree- 
ment with the manufacturers of nail making ma- 
chines to sell them to nobody outside of their circle. 
With the aid of that agreement they controlled the 
market absolutely for about two years. When they 
saw competition near at hand they suddenly dropped 
prices and divided profits. 


How shall ephemeral but harmful combinations of 


this kind be dealt with? The usual slow processes of © 


the law are of no avail. The organizers of the com- 
bine will dissolve it of their own motion when thev 
are no longer able to corner the market, and there will 
be nothing for the courts to pass on by the time that 
they are ready to act. There is need of some agency 
which shall have power to intervene effectively as soon 
as it is discovered that a combine of manufacturers 
has begun its cornering operations.

All Harvardites will swell with self-con- 
sCious joy when they learn that I have accepted a 
Harvard poem for my marvelous collection of hardware 
and stove poetry. Hunt, Helm, Ferris & Co. are the 
poets who have brought fame to fair Harvard, thirstiest 
town along the Badger border—thirstiest for fame, | 
mean, of course. May her iambs be immortal! May 
longevity attend her lyrics! May the scythe of time 
spare her trochees! 

While “Jingle Bells” and some effusions of Riley 
have glorified the sleigh ride, the world has waited for 
the poet of the steel sled loaded with boy—common 
boy, whirling over the hill side in joyous exhilarating 
abandon. 

This poet has come. He is, as country journalism, 
barbarously phrases it, in our midst. His poem is as 
follows : 


“Of all the sleds that ever slid 
Along the slippery ground, 

The Star steel sled outslides them all, 
And leaves them at a bound. 


“It makes no difference what the load 
You place upon its back, 

Tis strong of limb, ‘twill lightly skim

THe old man in the parable killed the fatted calf 
on the prodigal’s return, and the twentieth century 
retailer who. sends goods back on the slightest provo- 
cation is lucky that he is far away from the wholesal- 
ing center, because the jobbers in their joy at the 
shipment’s return might mistake the retailer that was 
responsible for the fatted calf. I never knew a fault- 
less hardware jobbers—perfect men all go into art 
criticism, ostrich farming or the manufacture of foun- 
dry supplies. I have known large hardware jobbers 
whose trade ran pretty near all over the world, and 
little runty concerns who styled themselves jobbers 
but who could hardly pass muster as retailers, and all 
of them have made mistakes in their credit department, 
packing department, shipping department and buying 
department. The main guy and the newest office boy 
have lapsed not once, but several times, into com- 
mercial imbecility. 

Everything considered, the employe or the boss of a 
hardware jobbing business is way above the average 
when it comes to painstaking fulfilling of orders. If 
the salesman and the retailer were as careful when it 
came to making out orders as the men at the other end 
of the line were in deciphering their heiroglyphics 
there would not be a quarter of the mistakes made 
there are to-day. 

The dealer who orders % gross and gets only 
33 or else % gross; or who orders size 8-20 and gets 
9-20, or who orders the Three Queens brand and gets 











the Aces-up brand, or who wants a dozen coffee pots 
and gets a dozen coffee biggins, or who gets nickel- 
plated instead of bronze-plated goods; to all of these | 
say, “Peace be unto you, brethren, for your kick is 
righteous.” 

The jobber who is so thin-skinned that he squirms 
because an order is wrongly filled is but a square peg 
in a round hole—him to a hennery, where he can raise 
Plymouth Rocks and Cochin Chinas and the woes of 
retailers will not cause him nocturnal wakefulness. 

There’s a limit in the game, however. Some re 
tailers of small scruples return goods that don’t look 
the same as they were pictured in the honeyed patois 
of the salesman, who had been informed by the last 
mail that the house wanted orders, and also that there 
were others to whom his salary and expense account 
might prove acceptable. I know jobbers who believe 
some retailers return goods out of pure Satanism, while 
others do it out of habit and others think it is a holy 
joy—and a few, after making fools of themselves by 
taking back goods from customers on the silliest pre- 
texts, think it is time to get their backbone up and 
tan a few square feet of the jobber’s hide.* 

Some jobbers may like this. I know one firm that 
don’t, as they recently wrote me as follows: 

“We have been reminded, during the past ten days, in a 
number of instances, that human nature seems to be supplied 
with a magazine folly attachment, and provided with a hair 
trigger—in many cases the direction of the deadly charge 
being reversed so that the unsuspecting and deceived opera- 
tor who “didn’t know it was loaded” gets the full benefit 
of the shattering results. 

“We refer particularly to a class of retailers who make it 
a practice, and seem to take much pleasure out of it, of 
returning goods on the slightest provocation, transportation 
charges collect, to the jobber, who many times is obliging 
to the point of foolishness to do his customers the various 
favors they ask. 

“It might be that a little preachment from you would 
result in showing quite a number of misguided mortals the 
‘straight and narrow way.’ The jobber is, also, human, and 
when he has been sufficiently annoyed, harassed and bled by 
such methods he is apt to get back at his unreasoning custom- 
ers in the only way left open to him—that of tacking on to 
the price, on the lines on which he knows his customer can- 
not keep posted. 

“If the retail trade do not, some day, stop getting worse 
and begin to get better in these respects, they may see a 
change in some of the ruies and regulations which the job- 
bers adopt for their guidance, which the retail trade will 
consider rather drastic and irksome.” 

These jobbers have a raw spot on the returned 
goods subject, and every time a dealer tries a little 
pleasantry in chasing the expressman with his pack- 
age from his door he flecks this aforesaid tender place 
with a rawhide whip. 

This is cruelty to animals, but, more than that, how 
do you know, Mr. Retailer, that this jobber who wrote 
to me and whose letter I published anonymously, isn’t 
your jobber? If you get him “riled” by too many 
returned goods jokes he may try to be a funny man 
himself and get an extra 5 per cent out of you when 
you order 28-inch bolts or something else a little out 
of the usual. 

The right thing for the dealer to do is to keep car- 
bons of all orders. When the jobber delivers the goods 
he should pay him and take his medicine, even if 
changes in trade conditions make the goods less de- 
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sirable. If the goods are not what the dealer ordered, 
he should send them back with an explanation so clear 
that there would be no unnecessary and oftentimes 
irritating correspondence in straightening the matter 
out. 

* + * 

No ONE seems to be particularly anxious to secure 
money these days, as the vaults of the New York 
banks are filled to overflowing with idle deposits, and 
money is constantly coming in rather than flowing 
out at that. On April 23 last two New York banks 
reported deposits of nearly $350,000,000, making in- 
dividual records. Several ingenious explanations are 
offered for this state of affairs. 

One of these is undoubtedly the enormous acretion 
of gold gained during the past seven years, almost 
all of which is in circulation in the United States, 
either directly or indirectly, representing for the most 
part the output of the mines, and to some extent im- 
portations of gold that have liquidated our trade bal 
ances. We have never cut very deeply into the un- 
precedented importation of gold in 199, when nearly 
$100,000,000 came from Europe in liquidation of 
Europe’s debt to us. We have been taking out of 
mines since 1897 on an average of about $80,000,000 
a year in gold, and much the larger part of this has 
gone into circulation. For, unlike our cousins in Lon- 
don, we turn our freshly mined gold almost immedi- 
ately into coin or gold bars. In London gold is re- 
ceived as a commodity and is sold as bullion in the 
open market and coined at the Bank of England’s leis- 
ure. Here it invariably finds its way instantly to the 
mint, and the fortunate miners receive in exchange for 
it the much-coveted gold certificates, which are in- 
stantly converted into cash. 

* > * 

Exports of manufactures from the United States 
seems likely to make their highest record in the fiscal 
year which ends with the month of June, 1904. In the 
eight months ending with February, for which the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, through its Bureau 
of Statistics, announces the figures of exports of manu- 
factures, the total is 20 million dollars larger than in 
the corresponding eight months of the fiscal year 1900, 
which was the record year in exports of manufactures. 
For the eight months ending with February, 1904, the 
total exportation of manufactures was $288,400,924, 
against $268,537.972 in the corrgsponding months of 
1900. 

‘* * * 

AN amusing illustration of the blundering of law- 
makers comes from Oregon and was unearthed during 
the habeas corpus proceedings in the case of H. Claus- 
senius, Jr., a plumber, who had been fined for a viola- 
tion of the state law, a section of which reads: 

“Any person who works at the business of plumbing, or 
maintains or conducts a plumbing shop, in any incorporated 
city or town in this state containing more than 4,000 inhab- 
itants, or otherwise violates any of the provisions of this act, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof in a justice court shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $10 or more than $100.” 

This statute law of a sovereign state plainly states 
that it is a misdemeanor to run a plumbing business. 
It is, of course unconstitutional.

STEEL LEADER RANGES. 





The Lattimer-Williams Co., Columbus, O., are mak- 
ing a full line of steel ranges. They are enjoying 
large sales on some and are using the latest presses and 
power machinery for making these goods. 

Their Steel Leader ranges are this year’s latest 
model and embody every feature that makes a success- 
ful, satisfactory steel range. Their quality, beauty, 
perfect operation and price all commend them to the 
trade. All parts coming in contact with heat are 
thoroughly protected with cast iron plates and asbestos. 
The body is heavy polished blue steel and well riveted. 
Interlined with asbestos. The oven is extra heavy and 
securely braced all around to prevent buckling or 
warping. The oven door is evenly balanced and when 
open forms a large smooth shelf. The spring is out- 
side and not affected by heat. The fire box is perfect- 
ly adapted for burning hard or soft coal or wood. 
The duplex style grates may be removed from fire box 
without disturbing side linings or grate rest. It is 
provided with four-inch extension end for burning 
wood. The linings are all ribbed and of extra weight. 
The flues are four inches high. The back flue is all 
cast iron and is rust proof and air tight. The ash pit 
admits of big ash pan. There is an ash guard to pro- 
tect floor when pan is being removed and screw draft 
in ash pit door. The end feed door is large and opens 
down affording a clean and a convenient feed. The 
pouch feed door is full length and generous. It has 
four-inch feed. The lower draft door is placed so that 
the air admitted will pass through the fire and give 
ample draft. The tops are made in four pieces with 
three key plates and heavy ring lids, centers, and sup- 
ports. They will not crack or warp. The reservoir 
is white enameled, with cast iron casing, and drip cup 
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under reservoir preventing condensation from streak- 
ing body. The high closet is twelve inches wide with 
roll top fronts, and fancy cast iron side brackets. A 
direct damper is operated with plunger on outside of 
range. The reservoir damper is 8x16 inches and of 
the deflector pattern. The draft is always under con- 
trol. 

It is made in two styles—“A” and “B.” 

Style “A” is furnished with handsomely carved base 
that adds much to the appearance of the range, 
strengthens the body, and is not in the way of operator. 
The nickel is particularly elaborate—the ash door, end 
feed door, oven door, reservoir panel and edges all 
being plated. 

Style “B” is of same construction and quality as 
style “A,” but nickel is not so elaborate, and base at 
bottom is omitted.

In a recent report of the United States Geological 
Survey statistics are given in regard to mica. The 
total amount of mica produced in the United States 
in 1902 was valued at $118,849, the production of 
plate mica being 373,266 pounds and valued at $83,- 
843, scrap mica 1,028 short tons, valued at $13,000 
and rough mica, as mined, 372 short tons, valued at 
$21,925. The increase in the production of plate mica 
during the last three years is due to the increasing 
quantity of small sized mica disks and rectangular 
sheets that have been cut for electrical purposes. 

The total value of the imports in 1902 is estimated 
at $131,278, which exceeds the value of the home 
product by some $13,000. 

While the mining of mica in the United States never 
has assumed the proportions of a large industry, there 
are many sections of the country where the product is 
found. Mining operations undertaken with a view to 
its recovery are scant and work in many of the prop- 
erties is carried on in a desultory fashion. Actual min- 
ing of mica has been limited during the past few 
years to North Carolina, New Hampshire, South Da- 
kota, New Mexico, Idaho, Virginia and Colorado. 
Some development work was undertaken last year in 
California, Nevada, Maine, Alabama and Georgia. 
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Probably not more than 10 per cent of the mica 
mined in the United States is capable of being cut 
into such plates, most of the product being known as 
waste or scrap mica.

President Wm. Bittel took the chair and started proceed- 
ings by delivering an address in which he emphasized the fact 
that in “union there is strength.” He expressed his pride in 
the magnificent audience of sixty before him, and told of his 
delight at the generous measure of success which had been 
meted out to the organization. He extended a cordial wel- 
come to those in attendance. 

Mr. Bittel was foliowed by H. Sandmeyer, Sr., who has 
had 53 years’ experience in the hardware business in Peoria 
and has made an enviable record during that time. 

The next number on the program was mandolin and 
banjo playing by Messrs. Becker and Keucks, who proved to 
be experts. 

The next number on the program was an address by 
Frank Meyer. Mr. Meyer called attention to the fact that 
in 1864 tinners received the palatial compensation of $12.00 
per month. The first job which he remembers undertaking at 
this craft was that of soldering a spout on a tea kettle in 
1859, while working for Moore & Sandmeyer. In those 
days the tinners’ trade was A No. 1, all tinware being hand- 
made. He started in business in 1866 with $200 capital and 
had been faithful to himself as well as to his customers. 

The fifth number on the program was a song by Henry 
Sandmeyer, Jr., entitled, “Because I Love You, Dear.” As 
an encore he gave the song, “Sing Me to Steep.” 

The sixth speaker on the program was Robert Strehlow, 
who addressed the gathering as follows: 

BASHFUL MEMBERS. 

The invitation I received from the cemmittee to address 
a few words to this gathering to-night was made with the 
idea that something had to be done to overcome the proverbial 
and well-known bashfulness of the members of the Hardware 
Association. It is a well-known fact that some of their 
members, like Mr. Balzer, George Meyers, young Mr. Kroos 
and a few others, are so backward about approaching the 
trade that it has been a matter of deep concern to their dif- 
ferent houses how it would be possible to remedy this seem- 
ing defect. No assurance on my part that they seemed to 
possess the requisite nerve would suffice and in consequence 
this smoker was partially arranged to destroy that backward 
feeling with these gentlemen, and the addresses which will 
foilow and the entertainment are intended to cure this seem- 
ing defect of these otherwise most perfect men. 

COMMITTEE LACKING IN NERVE. 

Seriously, however, I have felt at times that the com- 
mittee having this entertainment in charge lacked a little of 
the nerve themselves required or else they would not call 
on sO many passive members for talks. I am a firm believer 
in the benefits which arise from this association, both in a 
business way and socially, and much good has already been 
accomplished and a great deal more is possible if the mem- 
bers will but put a little of their thought towards that end 
and give their meetings the benefit of a full attendance, so 
that matters coming up before that body can have the benefit 
of each member’s opinion. In this way, much good can be 
accomplished and further on, if you entertain co-operative 
buying as it is now practiced by the Master Tinners, much 
pecuniary benefit will also accrue. 

. A RETROSPECT. 

For the benefit of our employes I might be permitted to 
go back twenty years ago and make a few remarks about con- 


ditions at that time. I well remember that my store hours 
were such that the only time when I could see my little boy 
awake was Sundays. I lived then where I do now. At 


-7 o'clock we were at the store and it was kept open until 9 


o'clock at night or 10 o'clock if we had a customer. We 
would wait on customers all day and attend to the mail at 
night. How much better these arrangements are now. All 
of this is accomplished by a better understanding between 
the merchants and it is brought about by an association of 
this kind, without loss or pecuniary injury to anyone. Years 
ago we used to think that the worst enemy we had was our 
competitor; now we believe that with his help and co-opera- 
tion we can have better hours, a more reasonable life and as 
much profit and more as when we cut under every price we 
heard of and in this way establish a price that would be 
knocked out by our friends at the next deal which came up. 
PRICES SHOULD BE ADHERED TO. 

Prices, once established, should be adhered'to. Let the 
individuality of the saleman and his efforts and ability bring 
about the sale rather than a cut in the price. The prices estab 
lished are reasonable; everyone who has anything to do with 
the making of them knows this to be a fact. Then, if this 1s 
a fact, why should they be changed. The essential feature to 
my mind in every store is the enthusiasm and alertness of 
its clerks. They can do much towards bringing the business 
on a paying basis. Our hours are much better than formerly 
and while at the store we can all enter into the daily occur- 
rences with such vigor that we will get some of the persim 
mons even if we haven’t got the longest pole. Co-operation 
between the bosses and the clerks is just as essential, and every 
clerk who makes himself valuable should receive the proper 
recognition. The salaries of clerks are much like rent. The 
size should cut no figure. 

DIFFERENCES IN STORES. 

A man who continually makes good sales of profitable 
goods and is busy all day long for the benefit of the store 
should get more than one who does not do so. A store that 
is in a prominent place in a town brings more rent than one 
that is out of the line of trade. Along these lines ‘much might 
be said that is of interest to this audience, but my allotment 
of time is limited. There are other speakers to-night and | 
must not encroach upon their time. You know the rule—the 
heavy artillery comes last, and I will have to give up to the 
better speakers. I thank you for your attention. 

Mr. Strehlow was followed by Daniel Stern of Tue 
AMERICAN ARTISAN, Who prefaced his remarks by a number 
of humorous stories, one of them being about a little ad- 
venture. of Secretary L. M. Reeves of the association. Mr. 
Reeves, it appears, had formed pleasant anticipations by 
reading an advertisement in which it stated that a spicy 
story would be forwarded to anyone sending a dollar. After 
his remittance had been duly made, he received a small book- 
let, whose wrapping he hastily tore off with itching fingers, 
only to find that the book he had received was entitled “An 
Essay on Raising Cloves in Ceyion”—hardly the kind of spicy 
story that he had expected. 

A second story was that of an Englishman and an Ameri- 
can who got into conversation over the merits of their re- 
spective countries in the manufacturing line, and the American 
scored on his cousin across the water as follows: “You see, 
my dear Johnnie Bull, we make everything in this country 
that you make in England—it makes no difference whether the 
line be penny pins or bascule bridges, calico cloth or pie plates, 
and moreover, there is one thing we make in this country that 
no Englishman has ever made yet, and that is haste.” 

Continuing, Mr. Stern said: I wish to compliment the 
employes present on account of the entertainment which has 
been so generously tendered them by their employers. I aiso 
wish to compliment the employers on the fraternal spirit in 
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which this social session has been tendered. The degree of 
harmony existing in any branch of work, either manufacturing 
or distributing, is the barometer of commercial success. I 
am glad to see how magnificently Peoria is living up to the 
get-together idea. The Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association have exemplified this idea with marked success 
by holding an annual ball every January and an annual picnic 
in mid-summer every year, which has had a marked tendency 
in promoting trade sociability and trade harmony, and I 
might suggest that this session evening of yours might be 
profitably supp:emented by following in their footsteps. 

Gentlemen, I thank you for your kindness in placing me 
on your program. 

Mr. Stern was followed by Master William Bruninga, 
Jr., a petrocious nine-year-old, who sang a pretty little song 
entitled “The Witch Behind the Moon.” 

Wm. Dickson delivered an interesting address, in which 
he gave a review of early business conditions. He urged the 
careful consideration of the point of the profitableness of 
social gatherings, as one would find the best side of his 
competitor at such social functions. Furthermore, improve- 
ment in business was brought about by local organization. For 
instance, it was only through this means that early closing 
was a possibility, and this was certainly decidedly beneficial 
to the mercantile world. 

Addresses were then made by P. Johnson, George Meyer, 
J. L. Douglass and J. K. Neilsen, after whiclr Becker and 
Keucks gave another of their inimitable performances with 
the banjo and mandolin. 

E. R. Kroos then addressed the gathering as follows: 

NEED PROPPING. 

We as men are not, as a rule, self-reliant and indepen- 
dent. We need props and aids, both to stand and to move, 
so let each and every one be a prop for the other and look 
to the interest of our employer. Each of us has his ap- 
pointed place and part in this great world, and however in- 
significant we may be, or however low the place assigned to 
us, we may be assured that all depends on us whether or not 
we reach the top of the ladder. So it is useless for us to find 
fault with our particular place or kind of work assigned to us. 
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Each one must fill his own place and do his own work if he 
wishes to succeed. If we refuse or do the work illy, the 
world casts us aside as rubbish and chaff, whose end is to be 
burned. 

HARSH BUT JUST. 

Harsh, perhaps, but who can say it is not just? Do not 
be discouraged because when you have climbed each thorn 
and are just ready to grasp the rose, you see staring you in 
the face a great, fat, green worm, with whiskers behind and 
whiskers before. Just think of that as one of the little 
obstacles placed there for you to overcome and be deter 
mined to conquer it. So that the highest success can be 
reached only by being master of all. 

THE TREATMENT OF CUSTOMERS. 

Before closing would like to speak of one thing in par 
ticular—that is the treatment of our customers. Be pleasant, 
for if we do not exercise the art of pleasing we do not fulfill 
every duty, for a lack of it shows a poor business education. 
Be polite, for politeness has great influence over many people 
as it demands respect and shows considerable reiinement on 
the part of the clerk, and by following this up very carefully 
you will find that people will come into your place of business 
and ask for you, and this is something that will prove 
beneficial to all parties concerned, and, last but not least, it 
should not be forgotten that he who has no superior has 
thousands of equals. 

Mr. Kroos was followed by Frank Bush, who gave some 
invaluable advice to young men urging them, among other 
things, to be patient and to get together and become ac 
quainted. 

This very successful entertainment closed with an inter- 
esting athletic contest, after which an appetizing lunch was 
served and an hour was spent in social converse.

The committee on constitution and by-laws made the 
following report: 

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
ArtIcLe I. 

Sec. 1. The name of this association shall be the Okla 

homa Retail: Implement and Hardware Dealers’ Association 
Articte II. 

Sec. 1. The purpose of this organization shall be the 
promotion of the interests of the retail implement and hard- 
ware dealers of Oklahoma Territory and to secure their 
friendly co-operation in all matters pertaining to their welfare 

Articte III. 

Sec. 1. Any person of good standing and who is engaged 
in the retail hardware or implement business in Oklahoma 
or Indian Territory may become a member of this association 
when recommended by a majority of the executive committee 
and upon payment of a membership fee and annual dues pre 
scribed by the by-laws of this association 
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Articie LV. 

Sec. 1. Each member shall be entitled to a certificate of 
membership bearing the official seal of the association signed 
by the president and secretary, and shall designate on its face 
the name of the person to whom it is issued and shall grant 
the privileges of the association to such person. 

Sec. 2. Each member shall pay a membership fee of $1, 
and also annual dues to the amount of $2, payable annually 
in advance for the support of the association. Additional 
income may be secured by voluntary subscription made by the 
members of the association or citizens of Oklahoma Terri- 
tory under the direction of the board of directors. 

Sec. 3. The annual dues of each member shall be for the 
current year. 

Sec. 4. Annual dues shall be due and payable three 
months before the annual meeting, and for negligence or 
failure to pay the same on or before the annual meeting such 
member shall be excluded from the privileges of the associa- 
tion. And for failure to pay dues for any cause for a period 
of six months after the date of meeting, the certificate of 
membership in said association shall be forfeited. 

Sec. 5. All resignations shall be made in writing and 
filed with the secretary, but if such resignation be filed after 
payment becomes due, such member shall not be reiieved from 
liability for such payment and shall not be permitted to with- 
draw honorably unless all dues are paid. 


ARTICLE V. 

Sec. 1. The officers of this association shall consist of 
president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, an advisory com- 
mittee of five members, and a board of seven directors, and 
one vice-president to be selected from each county in the 
territory. All of said officers shall be elected by a majority 
vote of the members of the association, except the president 
and secretary, who shall be elected by the board of directors, 
at their annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. The board of directors shall have the control and 
general management of the affairs of the association, and shall 
consist of seven members to be selected by the association at 
large. The board of directors shall also have the power 
to define the duties of all the officers, committees, agents or 
employes of the association, and in general to do such acts 
and adopt such measures, not inconsistent with the by-laws 
of the association, and as they shall deem calculated best to 
promote the interests of this association. 


Articie VI. 

Sec. 1. The board of directors shall hold regular meet- 
ings on the third Tuesday in November of each year. A 
majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business at any regular meeting. 

Sec. 2. The board of directors shall submit a report of 
the condition and finances of the association at each annual 
meeting: 

Articte VII. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the president to preside 
at all the meetings of the association and of the board of 
directors. He shall perform all duties incident to the office, 
and shall advise the board to take such action as they deem 
likely to add to its usefulness and prosperity. 

Sec. 2. The vice-president shal] act in the absence of the 
president, and in the absence or disability of both officers, a 
territorial vice-president to be chosen by the board shall 
act temporarily. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the secretary to collect and 
record all information of value to the association; conduct 
official correspondence, preserve all books, records, documents 
and communications, collect all dues and pay the same to the 
treasurer; keep an accurate record of the proceedings of the 
association, its board of directors, and all committees. 

He shall present a full report of the work of the year 
at the annual meeting, and perform all the duties incident to 
his office, subject to the supervision of the board of directors, 
and shall mail to each member a copy of the quarterly reports 
of the secretary and treasurer, and shall perform such other 
duties as shall be prescribed by the board of directors. 

The secretary may also have the power to call an execu- 
tive session of the board of directors and advisory board upon 
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request of any five members of the association and) for the 
purpose of placing before such executive session such matters 
as may be of immediate importance and that in his judgment 
should have immediate attention. 

At the expiration of his term of office, the secretary 
shail deliver to the board of directors all the books and 
papers and other property of the association which may have 
been entrusted to his care. 


Articte VIII. 


Sec. 1. The advisory committee shall consist of five mem- 
bers, none of whom shall be members of the board of di- 
rectors. Three members of such committee shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. It shall be the 
duty of the advisory committee, when duly notified by the 
president or secretary, to attend any meeting designated. 

Articte IX. 


Sec. 1. The treasurer shall have the care and custody 
of the funds of the association and disburse the same only 
on the order of the secretary countersigned by the president. 
He shall keep all moneys of the association deposited in its 
name, and make annual reports to the board of directors. 


ArtTIcLe X. 


Sec. 1. Special committees may be appointed by the 
president at the request of the board of directors, and are 
subject to its approval. 

Sec. 2. Reports of all committees must be submitted in 
writing and filed with the secretary. All committees shall 
submit reports to the association at each annual meeting, or 
as directed. 

Sec. 3. A majority of any committee or joint committee 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


Articte XI. 


Sec. 1. The annual meetings of this association shall be 
held on the third Tuesday in November of each year. 


Articite XII. 


Sec. 1. The annual meetings of this association shall be 
held at its principal place of business and as provided “for 
by the charter, and thirty members shall constitute a quorum 
for transaction of business.

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HORIGAN WATER WORKS. 


The Horigan Supply Cc., St. Joseph, Mo., are man- 
ufacturers of the Horigan water works, shown in the 
accompanying illustration. 

The system consists of pumping the water from 
well or cistern into a steel tank usually placed in the 
basement, against the air, which, being compressed, 
creates a pressure strong enough to force the water to 
any part of the house. The tank is supplied with a 
hand hole or cleanout, which enables the owner to re 
move the dirt and sediment which necessarily accumu 
lates without digging up the tank and disconnecting 
the entire system. The convenience of this arrange

ment, in connection with a stop cock on the supply 
pipe, by ‘which the tank and entire system can easily 
be drained, will be readily appreciated. A water pres- 
sure gauge shows at a glance, and at all times, the 
exact amount of pressure that the tank contains, ob- 
viating by this means the liability to excessive pressure, 
when not known, and consequent injury and damage 
to the pipes and fixtures, which, as a rule, are not in- 
tended to stand severe pressure. Attached to the 
main supply pipe is a specially constructed hydraulic 
valve, which is so arranged that at given pressure, 
say 40 to 60 pounds, it operates automatically, convey- 
ing the surplus water back to the well, and at the 
same time maintaining a uniform pressure on the tank. 
This device is especially adapted for use where a wind- 
mill furnishes the power. The tank is placed in the 
basement, or cellar, where it is accessible at all times. 
From it the supply pipes carry the water to the 
various fixtures, thus affording all the luxury and 
comfort of a city residence, without the expenses of 
water rental. The water being forced through a 
check valve from the pump into the tank, fills the 
openings at the bottom of the tank, preventing any 
escape of air, and thus compressing the air, until 
pumping is stopped. The pressure thus obtained is 
sufficient to force the water into any part of the house, 
barn or lawn, with a strong pressure, and will throw 
water from 50 to 80 feet high, according to pressure, 
as well as supplying the ordinary house fixtures with 
hot and cold water, and affording the owner such 


comforts as are usually attainable only in cities

the inside with asbestos felt and a corrugated steel lin- 
ing, which allows one and a half inch air space be- 
tween outer and inner case. This furnace has large 
feed and ash pit doors. The bottom of the ash pit is 
nine inches above the floor, allowing a large air space 
under the entire length of the furnace. 

The fresh air duct can be attached to either side or 
back of case or can be placed underground. 

Fig. 2 shows a longitudinal section through the 
furnace, showing the interior construction, including 
improved dumping and shaking grates. 

The Flatiron warm air furnace is a combination of

steel and cast iron with permanent gas-tight joints. 
It has large radiating surface, is self-cleaning and has 
large air carrying capacity. 

Nothing but the best grade of cast iron and cold 
rolled boiler steel is used in its manufacture. 

The quality and weight of the material used in the 
construction of this furnace insures great durability. 

The method of packing and compressing pure as- 
bestos fiber between the cast heads and the steel radiat- 
ing sheets and holding it securely in place by the use 
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of retaining strips, secures a permanently gas tight 
joint between the cast heads and the steel radiating 
sheets. 

The heads are made of heavy cast iron with a two- 
inch off-set flange near outer edge.

Mr. Aussem is not only a thorough 
business man with unusually logical mind, but he also 
has a rare popularity, having been prominently iden- 
tified with Milwaukee cycling for a number of years. 
He also served as justice of the peace in that city. 
He is a young man, being as yet early in the thirties, 
and has a happy home life. 

C. W. Bray of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. 
has designed a semi-continuous tin plate mill which is 
proving a marked success in the Monongahela tin 
plate works of that company, located at Pittsburgh. 
The next application of the continuous process will 
be in the manufacture of sheets, as this is considered 
possibly a more attractive field than tin plate. There 
is a greater variety of sizes to be handled, which is 
a disadvantage, but, on the other hand, the continuous 
process only carries the material to a certain point, and 
as sheets are in general heavier gauge than tin plate, 
there is less hand finishing remaining with sheets than 
with tin plate. 

Follansbee Bros. Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., are putting 
the finishing touches on their new tin plate and sheet 
mill near Wellsburg, W. Va. This plant will contain, 
when completed, six sheet mills and two tin plate mills, 
and will be ready for-operation about Aug. 1._ The 
hot mill building is under roof and is 629x440 feet, with 
a 30-foot lean to running the entire length of the 
building. A 25-ton electric crane is a feature of this 
structure. The cold mill building, 70x475 feet, con- 
tains a 10-ton electric crane, having a 5-ton auxilliary 
hoist. The tin house is 70-470 feet, and is being 
equipped with duplex tinning sets of modern design. 
The boiler house is being equipped with 2,000 horse- 
power boilers. William Banfield, formerly of the 
firm of Wallace, Banfield & Co., tin plate manufac- 
turers at Irondale, O., and more recently one of the 
district managers of the American Sheet and Tin Plate 
Company, has been chosen as superintendent of this 
plant.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The uninteresting phases through which the local 
market has been passing during the last month or so 
still continue, and there is at present little hope for a 
revival. Melters are not disposed to purchase at the 
prevailing rate and are merely laying up enough to 
tide them over present wants. Carload lots have pre- 
vailed on the basis of $10 Birmingham for No. 2 
foundry. 

This lethargy on the part of buyers may have been 
caused by the reduction of the price of ores, many 
melters having felt that such a reduction should lower 
the price of pig iron as well.and that this should take 
effect immediately. The fact of the matter is that the 
pig iron now selling is the product of ore bought long 
before the reduction in prices, and that a correspond- 
ing reduction in pig iron will not take place for some 
time, if at all. It is very questionable whether it will 
affect the pig iron rate even at some future day, as 
manufacturers are having a rather hard time at pres- 
ent to make both ends meet. 

The volume of business during the last week was 
not exceptionally large, nor was there any very heavy 
buying, but enough small orders were booked to bring 
up the general average to satisfactory proportions. 

Prices are very firm considering the conditions un- 
der which the market is just now laboring, and there 
is very little prospect of any serious fluctuating in the 
next few months. The spring weather may, however, 


“call forth increased open-air work, thereby aug:nent- 


ing the demand and raising prices, but such action is 
rather doubtful. 

The principal event of the week was a reduction in 
the freight rates between the Ohio River and Northern 
points, to go into effect immediately and continue so 
until June 30th. This will bring the rate from Bir- 
mingham to Chicago down to $3.65. This advan- 
tage to southern furnaces has not affected the prices 
of northern irons as yet and prices continue un- 
changed. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


The report that prices have been shaded regularly 
cannot be verified and we continue to quote the rates 
given below as the minimum. Orders have been re- 
ceived for full quotas on old contracts, but new busi- 
ness is not active. Prices are as follows, carload lots,
